BEIRUT, June 9 (R)--A Paris-based news magazine reported 
today that Algerian President Chadli Ben Jedid had approved the 
removal of "three close aides of late President Houari 
Boumedienne, including former Foreign Minister Abdul Aziz 
Bouteflika, from the ruling National Liberation Front Party polit- 
buro.The Arabic-language weekly Al Mostabal quoted no source 
for its report. It said the other two men were former Transport 
Minister Ahmed Draia and former Agriculrore Minister 
Mohamed Tayebi Larabi. All three lost their ministerial posts in a 
[reshuffle earlier this year. Mr. Bouteflika holds the post of adviser 
Bjo President Ben Jedid in the new cabinet headed by Premier 
Mohamed Abdul Ghani. The magazine report said Mr. Boutef- 
lika had gone to Paris. There was no confirmation of the report in 
Algiers. But informed sources there said Mr. Bouteflika had not 
taken part in any official meeting since Mr. Ben Jedid was elected 
president in February' this year and the orher two men had also 
been out of the limelight recently.

The workers are currently employed 
by three private contractors responsible for painting, air con- 
ditioning and maintenance of administrative areas at the Gulf oil 
centre. Informed sources said work at the refinery itself would not 
he affected. The Abadan workers are the latest privately- 
employed staff to demand employment by the s£f ’ n order to 
guarantee job security at a lime when official estimates of unem- 
ployment in Iran range from one to 3.5 million. 

SEOUL, June V t R South Korea's Energy and Resources Minis- 
ter Chang Yie-Joon. left today for a 1 D-day visit to Saudi Arabia 
and other oil-producing countries in the Middle East to discuss oil 
supplies. Informed sources said he would look into the possibility 
of South Korea importing crude oil directly rather than through 
major international concessionaires. South Korea, which pro- 
duces no oil. plans to import 1 96.6 million barrelsof crude oil this 
year, compared with 166.5 million barrels last year. 

LONDON, June 9 (Rj— A 22-year-old Palestinian was sentenced 
to lite imprisonment today for his part in a submachine-gun and 
grenade attack on an Israeli airline crew bus in London in which a 
stewardess was killed. In sentencing Jerusalem-born Fahad 
Mihvi. Sir Hugh Griffiths said only by "the merest chance” were 
more people not killed in the attack on Aug, 20 last year. Mihyi 
was lound guilty ot murdering Irit Gidron and attempting to 
murder Judith Amon. who was shot in the head in the attack. He 
was accompanied by another pro-Palestinian commando who 
blew himself up in the attack or was killed by an explosion from 
one of Mihyi' s grenades.

Israeli-backed militias, U.N. Dutch 
troops clash in southern Lebanon 


AL MANSOURI, Lebanon. June 
9 (RJ— Israeli-backed rightist 
militias clashed with Dutch 
United Nations forces at a village 
checkpoint in southern Lebanon 
today and then bombarded the 
area with artillery.

Pope visits ‘long, symbolic struggle’ town 


CAIRO. June 9 (R>— The ruling 
National Democratic Party 
(NDP) today headed for a land- 
slide victory in the first multi- 
party general election in Egypt for 
27 years. The results were seen 
here as a massive confidence vote 
for President Anwar Sadat's peace 
treaty with Israel. 

Party Secretary-General Fikri 
Makram Ebeid said the NDP 
expected to finish with between 85 
and 95 per cent of the vote. He 
rejected left-wing charges that the 
polls were rigged. 

With just over a third of the 
results declared, the NDP had 
won 127 scats to the new 382- 
member parliament. The Socialist 
Labour Party won seven and 
independents two. Projections 
based on these results would give 
the NDP at least 325 scats. 

All cabinet ministers who ran in 
the elections, including Prime 
Minister Mustapha Khalil were 
returned. 

The Jcftisi Unionist Progressive 
Party (UPP) has so far not won 


any of the 31 seats it contested. 
The Liberal Socialist Party is also 
yet to win a seat. 

The UPP. led by Mr. Khaled 
Mohieddin. strongly opposes 
President Sadat's policies in gen- 
eral and the Egyptian- Israeli 
bilateral peace Treaty in particular. 

Mr. Sadat and Mr. Mohieddin. 
both former army officers, were 
members of the revolutionary 
council which ousted the monar- 
chy in 1952. 

Mr. Ebeid today accused the 


UPP of subservience to the Soviet 
Union and said the election results 
“shipped them back to Moscow." 

NDP spokesman Mansour Has- 
san said irregularities in the elec- 
tions if any, were because of inef- 
ficiency, rather than deliberate 
rigging. 

He said this was a complaint 
also made by some NDP members 
who lost the elections. 

Cairo Radio said the Final 
results of the elections will be 
announced carlv tomorrow. 


the Central Bank. Dr. Ali Mov- 
lavi, said this did not mean that 
interest charges on loans could be 
dropped. 

Dr. Movlavi. who today began 
detailed studies of how the 
nationalisation would work in 
practice, said: “Within the 
frame-work of the existing rules, 
we can neither lower interest rates 
or eliminate them.” 

Iran's unofficial head of state. 
Ayatollah Ruhoilah Khomeini, 
has repeatedly demanded the 
abolition of interest charges, argu- 
ing that they violate Islam's ban on 
usury. 

The Ayatollah and Iran's ruling 
Muslim clergy are considered to 
have been the moving spirits 
behind the nationalisation move — 
the most revolutionary step taken 
so far in restructuring an economy 
shattered by months of revolution. 

Dr. Movlavi, in a raido inter- 
view. said the legitimate rights of 
Iranian shareholders os well as 
foreign ones would be safe- 
guarded. 

Explaining the reasons for the 
nationalisation. Dr Movlavi said 
that, in spite of the support of the 
Central Bank, the private banks 
had been unable to provide the 
loans for industry and agriculture 
which the country needed. The 
government had therefore 
decided to intervene in order to 
contribute to the economic revival 
of Iran, he added. 

The new managing directors of 
the nationalised banks will be 
named by a specially created 
banking body consisting of the 
prime minister, the the minister of 
finance, the' ministers of com- 
merce. mines and industry, hous- 
ing. agriculture and the "chief of 
.the plan and budget organisation. 

The nationalisation of private 
banks appeared today to have 
been decided over the heads of 
key economic officials. 

Central bank sources, said: 


"We knew the state would 
announce some sort of takeover, 
but we thought it would be on a far 
smaller scale.” 

Iranian and foreign bankers 
were also surprised by Prime 
Minister Mehdi Bazargan's 
announcement yesterday. They 
said the nationalisation ran con- 
trary to the policies that Dr. Mov- 
lavi and Finance Minister, Ali 
Ardalan had outlined to them dur- 
ing the past tew- months. 

"The nationalisation shows all 
the signs ofhaving originated from- 
QorvT rather than economic' 
experts.” one western banker 
said, referring to the holy city 1 50 
kilometres south of here where 
Ayatollah Khomeini lives. 

Dr. Bazargun announced the 
takeover after his regular Thurs- 
day meeting with the Ayatollah in 
Qom and said the decision had 
been taken by the secret 
revolutionary council, believed to 
consist entirely of clergymen. 

The Central Bank was closed to 
the public today and Iranian bank- 
ing sources said several bank pres- 
idents had been unable to contact 
officials to find out what they 
should do. 

Since being named head of the 
Central Bank. Dr. Movlavi, 63. an 
economist, has appeared anxious 
to boost international business 
confidence in Iran and improve his 
ammry's credit worthiness. 

The real test of the natiojuilr 
isation's impact of the public will 
come when the banks reopen for 
normal business after today's and 
tomorrow’s enforced holiday. 

Dr. Bazargan indicated yes- 
terday that one reason for the 
takeover was that some bunks 
were facing financial difficulties. 
According to a draft text of Inins 
proposed constitution leaked to 
the press last April, insurance 
companies and heavy industry will

‘Thorny’ non-aligned issues referred to Havana summit 


COLOMBO. June 9 (R) — The formal closing session of a non- 
aligned ministerial meeting was delayed for several hours tonight us 
delegations tried to agree on a description of the Egyptian-lsracli 
peace treaty. 

A rah states. Jed hy Iraq and Syria, are demanding Egypt's sus- 
pension from the NN-nuiion non-aligned movement because the 
peace treaty violated non-aligned principles. 

But the move has been strongly opposed by some countries, 
especially bulck African states, and the issue now will he referred to 
the full summit of the movement in Havana in September. 

Delegation sources .said a political committee was trying to 
phrase a section of the proposed final declaration devoted to the 
Middle East in a manner acceptable to all sides. 

They said delegates to the four-day meeting here were also trying 
to reconcile differences between Algeria and Morocco over the 
Western Sahara, where Algerian-backed Polisurio rebels are fighting 
for independence. 

The 25-nation coordinating bureau of the movement is also 
expected lo pass on to the Havana summit the Issue of who should 
represent Kampuchea in the group. 

But. despite opposition from neighbouring Afghanistan, the 
bureau recommended that the Havana meeting should admit Pakis- 
tan and Iran to the non-aligned movement along with Surinam. 
Grenada and Bolivia. 

Their final declaration which will go before the September sum- 
mit will also include and economic section expressing grave coneem 
at what they termed the unsatisfactory outcome of the recent Manila 
meeting of the United Nations Conference on Trade and Develop- 
ment. (UNCTAD). 

Iran and Pakistan told the meeting (hey had severed links with the 
Central Treaty Organisation (CENTO) earlier this year and were 
now genuinely non-aligned. They denied they were interfering in (he 
internal affairs ol other countries. 

Afghanistan's Education Mmfctcr, Mr, Abdul Rachid Jalili. said 


yesterday thul the two countries were "using Islam us an instrument 
of their destructive political ends.” 

Mr. Jalili reiterated the charges again today after Pakistani Fore- 
ign Adviser Aghu Shahi told the conference his country was willing to 
open bilateral negotiations on Alghan refugees in Pakistan. 

However. Mr. Jalili said Afghanistan would support Pakistan's 
application Tor full membership if it stopped interfering in his coun- 
try's internal affairs by tile time of the movement's Havana summit in 

September. 

Pakistani weapons hud been seized in the hands of "gangsters 
operating in Afghanistan," Mr. Jalili said. He udded that there were 
camps in Pakistan for training "bandits and terrorists” to he sent into 
Afghanistan. 

I rati' a Under- Secretary for Economic and Internatioiral 
Aflairs. Mr. Ali Sndcghi Tehrani. s;inj his country's new revolutio- 
nary government was opposed to all military arrangements and blocs.

Mr. Robert Sirau»\. the heajo- the American negotiat- 
ing team, expresses no surprise the respective ncgol Kit- 
ing postures of Israel and Egypt going into the ufks. which 
resume on Monday. He v ievv% iJium: as har^a/ninc tactics, us, 
extreme positions to be reconciled ihrougit meticulous bar- 
gaining and plain old-fashioned hur.'C trading in the course 
»;if negotiations which, in the L .S. view, contain their own 
inbuilt torward-thrusting dynamic. 

Let us leave aside lor the moment the fact that the 
United Slates continues mistakenly to regard Egypt as a 
legitimate negotiating representative tor the Palestinians 
themselves, despite the resounding rejection «>! that role by 
all the rest ol the Arabs. When the scenario itself is a 
disaster, it does not really matter who l!ic player- are. 

We cannot vouch for. or be respon-ible J"i. the degree 
to which the Egyptian side is realty prepared to stand up m 
these negotiations lor the minimum Arab Jcman.Js for the 
total withdrawal ol Israel troni ih. "Cvupied territories, a 
return oi Arab Jerusalem to Arab sovereignty, an end to all 
Jewish settlement activity in the Arab homeland, and lull 
implementation of the Palestinian Arab people* right n> 
sell -deter mi nation. 

Having been given no alternative but to reject the 
negotiating l-»rum provided- the Arab party selected and 
the "autonomy proposals" admitted a- the centrepiece of 
the discussions, we have nothing to gam irom trying to 
dictate what the proper Egyptian negotiating posture 
should be. 

That is regrettable, lor uv are iel; momentarily povv- 
erics- to resist the imposition ol an Israeli-devised formula 
for lormuiising. legalising and legitimising Israel's annex- 
ation ol the West Bank and Gaza. 

W hat is most regrettable, however, is not much thjt 
the self-appointed peacemakers represented by Mr. 
Strauss have accepted Egypt as a partner qualified to 
negotiate >»n behalf of the Palestinians -- whose suffering 
under occupation has actually increased since the signing nl 
the - E.g> ptian- Israeli peace treaty -- but that the United 
States refuses to appreciate what Jordan and many other 
Arab voices have been telling tt persistently and con- 
sistently for months. This is that the Arabs, in seeking to 
regain their inalienahle human and national rights, will 
enter into negotiations only when those rights arc seen us 
the target of the discussions, not as a starting point or an 
item nn an agenda or a price tag subject to marketplace 
haggling. 

If the Egyptian leaders seek to bargain away the Arab 
birthright, then its rightful owners will rise up to reclaim it 
by whatever means necessary. But we should not be asked 
to participate in the auctioneering ourselves.

AL DUSTOI'R says it seems that j trend to plat a positive 
role in the achievement ol a comprehensive settlement in the 
Middle East, is currently ervstalising in the EEC. 

This trend, the paper says, has become apparent through an 
initiative urging the EEC to assume such a role, made b\ the 
Federal Republic ol Germany. 

The document stressing the rights of the Palestinian people 
recently issued by NATO foreign ministers pn w ides more evi- 
dence of the existence *»l such a trend, the paper says. 

Although the Arab states have long urged the EEC to play a 
more active role in the process ..J finding a solution to the Middle 
East problem in accordance with U.N. resolutions, they did not 
appear to do so until long alter the Egyptian - Israeli peace irciitv 
had been signed. and until alter the negotiations <m sell -rule in the 
West Bank and the Ga/a Strip had begun. Ihe paper says. 

The paper says that the EEC stales have become conscious of 
their responsibility to play a mure active role in the Middle East, 
due to the following (actors; Ural. the failure of the Camp David 
process to attract any Arab countries, with the exception of 
Egypt: second, the failure of foreign pressures designed to make 
the Arabs reduce their opposition l*« the Egyptian-lsraeli treaty; 
third, the harm inflicted on the U.S. status in tile area as a result of 
its involvement in the Camp David process, the negotiations on 
self-rule and the Egyptian-lsraeli treaty: fourth, the realisation by 
EEC states that the Arabs are determined h' press forward with 
their struggle; filth, the mounting evidence that the negotiations 
on sell-rule will eventually tail: stvlh. the fear of F.EC states that 
their standing idly by might jeopardise their sure* in the area; and 
seventh, the increasing importance ol tile Arabs as oil-producers 
and the desire of the EEC stales* to establish good relations with 
them. 

The Arabs, the paper concludes. should make EEC countries 
understand that the Arabs will reject any action they take to solve 
the Middle East issue if it proves to be incompatible with the 
resolutions of the United Nations.

Former champion jockey Pat Eddery came 
from last to first on the winner to land the winner's purse of 
£47.310. The filly was going so easily a couple of furlongs from 
home in the one mile four furlongs race that Eddery was able to 
take a look behind for possible danger before shaking her up to 
master runner-up Bonnie Isle, a 12 to 1 chance ridden by current 
champion rider Willie Carson. Drawing away in the last furlong. 
Scintillate won by three lengths from Bonnie Isle, with Britannia's 
Rule, also starting at 12 to I, a length further away third of the 14 
runners. Reprocolour, fourth at 2S to 1, led round Tartenham 
corner about four furlongs from the finish, with Eddery, making 
headway on Scintillate. Paul Cook drove Re procolour on strenu- 
‘ ously but Bonnie Isle came looming up with Carson hard at work 
in an attempt to add this classic to his Epsom Derby victory on 
Troy three days ago. However, it was obvious two furlongs out 
that Scintillate had the measure of Carson's mount and she moved 
smoothly to victory. Only L'ile du Reve of the fancied contenders 
made any real challenge. The 5 to 2 favourite was second into the 
straight, but faded out of the battle two furlongs out. Rimosa’s Pet 
and Irish-trained Godetia, also heavily backed, both ran very 
disappointingly. It was a second Oaks victory for owner Jim 
Morrison, trainer Jeremy Tree and jockey Eddery. Morrison and 
Tree were associated in the 1975 triumph of Juliette Moray, a 
half-sister to today's winner, who is by Sparkler out of the Worden 
I i mare Set Free.

The empty Soyuz-34 ship was 
luuehcd to test a new booster roc- 
ket sysrem that failed during a 
joint Soviet -Bulgarian manned 
space mission in April that was 
unable to link up with the research 
station and was forced to return 
home. 

In an interview broadcast ear- 
lier this week, mission control 
chief Alexei Yeleveyev said that if 
Soyuz-34 docked successfully, 
then the Soviet would consider 
sending up a new manned flight.

Thailand moves Kampuchean 
refugees back to own border 


KANTHALARAK. Thailand, June 9 (R) - 
Thousands of Kampuchean refugees were today 
herded near the border of their homeland at the 
start of a Thai operation apparently designed to 
send them back. 

They were brought last night to an area south 
of Kanthalarak. about 30 kilometres from the 
northern Kampuchean border, in over 1 00 buses 
from a temporary camp in Thailand. 

Thai military sources in Bangkok reported* 1 
yesterday that between 9,000 and 10,000 Kam- 
pucheans believed to be mainly ethnic Chinese, 
would be brought here and sent back across the 
border. 

The Kampucheans, who fled to Thailand to 
escape fighting and hunger in their own country, 
were among an estimated 80,000 recent arrivals in 
eastern Thailand. Thailand, which already has 
well over 150.000 Indochina refugees in camps 

here, has refused them refugee status. 

The military sources said all 24,500 Kam- 
pucheans in the temporary camp at Ban Nong 
Chan, about 210 kilometres east of Bangkok. 


would be sent back to Kampuchea. 

The area into which the Kampucheans might 
be sent is rugged and mountainous. It was 
believed to be free from Khmer Rouge troops 
loyal to ousted premier Pol Pot. 

Both refugees and officials regard the Khmer 
Rouge, Fighting a guerrilla war against 
Vietnamese-led forces of the administration 
installed in Phnom Penh last January, as the 
biggest threat to the safety of Kampucheans. 

But refugee officials were equally concerned 
about the proble ms the Kampucheans would have 
in finding food. Kampuchea is experiencing 
severe food shortages and facing a possible 
famine. 

The Thai Government says it is stiH pursuing a 
humanitarian policy by providing food and med- 
ical assistance to Kampucheans fleeing here.

Amin aide flown back to 
Uganda to face charges 


KAMPALA, June 9 (R)-Bob Astles. British-born aide to ex- 
president Idi Amin, was flown back to Uganda today and taken in 
handcuffs to Kampala's Luzira Prison, where he will await trial for 
the murder of a fisherman. 

Tbe pilot of the aircraft said the 55-year-old former head of Idi 
Amin's anti-corruption squad said upon arrival at Entebbe Air- 
port: “It’s nice to be back.” 

The pilot said Mr. Astles appeared to be under sedation but he 
chatted amicably during the flight from Kenya, where a magis- 
trate yesterday ordered his extradition to Uganda. Ugandan offi- 
cials said he would be arraigned before Chief Magistrate James 
Okumu on Monday. * 

Mr. Astles. who was bom in Ashford. Kent is south-east Eng- 
land, took out Ugandan citizenship several years ago. He fled 
across Lake Victoria to Kenya in a canoe on April 10, the day 
before the Tanzanian army captured Kampala after routing Field 
Marshal Amin's army. 

Aboard the light aircraft which brought him from Nairobi were 
Ugandan principal state attorney Tom Ogwal. Assistant Police 
Commissioner Samuel Mugamba and a senior Ugandan prisons 
officer. 

In court in Nairobi yesterday. Mr. Astles said he wished to 
appeal against the extradition order and said he wanted a lawyer. 
Kenyan legal sources said it appeared no Nairobi lawyer was 
prepared to represent him and so no appeal or application for a 
writ of habeas corpus could have been made during the night. 

Mr. Astles is the first senior official of Idi Amin's toppled 
regime to be returned from abroad ro face criminal charges. 
Ugandan officials have applied to Kenya for the extradition of 45 
other Ugandans now held in Kenyan police custody. 


NATO’s Europe 
headquarters to 
go underground 


‘BRUSSELS. June 9 (R)-The 
headquarters of NATO's forces in 
Europe will go underground to 
reduce its vulnerability to surprise 
attack, military sources said here. 

Several thousand people work 
at the Supreme Headquarters All- 
ied Powers in Europe (SHAPE) at 
Casteau, 60 kilomerres south of 
Brussels. 

The Belgian Defence Ministry 
recently opened international 
tenders for the building of an 
underground bunker at a cost 
estimated at 1.8 billion Belgian 
francs (S60 million). 

But the bunker will shelter only 
essential services and facilities 
such as the operations room for 
the supreme allied commander in 
Europe, at present General Alex- 
ander Haig, the sources said. 

An announcement in Belgium's 
official gazette said work will last 
around two years and bids will be 
opened next February. Pros- 
pective firms will have to get sec- 
urity clearance from the North 
Atlantic Treatv Organisation 
(NATO). 

The cost will be borne by 
NATO's infrastructure prog- 
ramme, which is jointly funded by 
the alliance's member countries, 
the sources said. 


Paris show will feature over 
250 civilian, military aircraft 


PARIS, June 9 (R)— American 
and European aircraft man- 
ufacturers will be competing for 
contracts worth billions of dollars 
at the aviation world's biggest 
shop window opening today. 

The U.S. Boeing Corporation 
and its European rival. Airbus 
Industrie, are going all out to cap- 
ture shares of an $800 billion 
market as airlines throughout the 
world begin renewing their fleets 
of ageing planes. 

More than 250 civil and military 

aircraft will be on show at Le 
Bourget oiiport. either in flight 
demonstrations or on ground dis- 
play. 

France's new Mirage 4000 
combat aircraft will gric its first 
public performance during the 
ten-day show. 

The twin-engined plane, 
designed to fly at mach 2.5 or 
two-and-a-haif times the speed of 
sound at a height of 60.000 feet, 
could outmatch any other aircraft 
in a dogfight, according lo its buil- 
ders. 

The Marcel Dassault company, 
which builds the Mirage 
4000, claims the new* combat plane 
is superior to America's sophis- 
ticated Tomcat F-14 and Hornet 
F-1S aircraft und the Soviet 
MiG-25. 

No DC- 10 airliners will be on 
display at the Paris show. McDon- 
nell Douglas, builders of the air- 
liner, will only be showing a 
fighter plane called the F-15 
Eagle. 


"There was never any plan to 
bring the DC- 10 to the Paris 
show,” said company spokesman 
Geoffrey Morris. “The last time 
we had a DC- 1 0 on display was at 
the 1973 air show." 

There was no connection, he 
said, between the absence of the 
airliner and the disaster in which 
275 people died when a DC- 10 
crashed in Chicago on May 25. 

McDonnell Douglas issued a 
statement in Paris yesterday 
accusing America's Federal Avia- 
tion Administration of "totally 
unwarranted" action in grounding 
all DC-lOs pending a technical 
investigation into the causes of the 
Chicago crash. 

President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing will formally open the 


air show, which is. expected to 
attract more than a million vis- 
itors. 

Staff officers from the armed 
forces of many countries— in- 
cluding China, Arab states and 
Latin American republics— will be 
inspecting such new entries such 
as Britain's “sky jump” Sea Har- 
rier. 

A notable absentee among air- 
liners will be the Soviet Union's 
Topolev 144 supersonic plane, 
grounded because of engine trou- 
bles. 

But the Russians will be exhibit- 
ing such civil aircraft as the three- 
engined short-haul Yak-42 1 00- 
scatcr and the 300-passenger Ily- 
ushin IL-S6 which they are trying 
to sell to the West.

Hie meeting, organised by the 
Paris-based European Civil Avia- 
tion Commission, will replace one 
which the Swiss authority had 
convened in Zurich for the same 
day.

Kopechnes ‘won’t interfere’

1969. when a car driven 
by Senator Kennedy drove off a 
small bridge on Chappaquiddick 
Island near Martha's Vineyard 

The accident, which 
occurred after a party attended by 
both Miss Kopechne and Mr. 
Kennedy, was not reported for ten 
hours. 


Joseph Kopechne told the 
Globe that he could understand 
why Mr. Kennedy did_ not report 
the accident but not why his 
cousin. Joseph Gargan, and a 
dose friend, Paul Markham, with- 
held the information. 

“1 could forgive Kennedy, but 
not...
